6) Attempts are also being made to determine which 
floor of 505 LaGuardia houses a "rec" room originally described 
to C—5 personnel late in 1991 when plans were being made for the

Apartment 7E and go to use a possible telephone or make a meet in 
the "rec" room because the duration from departure to re-entrance 
into the apartment only encompasses a few minutes, not allowing 
enough time to make it down to the garage or front parking area.

The assumption 
was that GIGANTE had become paranoid, perhaps in relation to his 
supposed "psychiatric" problems. On Friday, 1/31/92, at 
approximately 6:30 p.m., monitors noted that the tape had either 
fallen off or was purposely removed. No further problems have 
occurred, nor has there been any overt notice taken of the small 
adjunct by GIGANTE, his associates, or other residents of the 7th 
floor.
